3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Lewis et al, GB 2,005,322, discloses a method of treating textiles comprising 
applying to the textile a water-soluble curable polymeric material in an aqueous 
medium, and simultaneously applying to the textile a compatible exhaustion agent (see 
abstract and page 1 , lines 20). It is further taught by Lewis et al that a preferred curable 
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polymeric material is of the formula A) or B) (see page 1 , lines 27-65 for the structures 
of formula A) and formula B)), and that preferred exhaustion agents include ionic 
materials, such as (NH 4 )2S0 4 (see page 2, lines 22-30). Specifically, note Examples 1- 
22. However, patentee differs from applicant in that Lewis et al does not teach or 
suggest in general a fabric care composition that contains an anionic polymer and a 
quaternary ammonium compound, as required by applicant in the instant claims. 

Accordingly, the claims viewed as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention after viewing the prior art of record.
